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Your iPhone knows where you’ve been

News that iPhones and iPad 3GS apparently collect continuous information about the whereabouts of 
their users and store that data in a secret file has lots of Apple fans worried about their privacy. 

'Iwo researchers on Wednesday unveiled the details of this secret file, called “consolidated^db/^ which 
stores location info going back to June. 'I'hafs when Apple updated its mobile operating system, called 
iOS, to version 4.0. Apple hasn’t commented on these allegations, and it appears the company does not 
have continuous access to this location data, according to the researchers, one of whom says he is a for- 
mer Apple employee. Congress and the I'CC are investigating the matter. 

All of this may be confusing for iPhone owners, especially since this news terrifies some and seems like 
a lot of fun to others. To help clear things up, here’s a quick round-up of what you need to know about 
iPhone tracking and your security: 

this is available to anyone who can get 
their hands on your phone or computen” 

The location file is unencrypted, so 
anyone with access to your phone or com- 
puter could, in theory, get access to it and 
know where you’ve been. I'he research- 
ers, in their report, say Apple has “made it 
possible for anyone from a jealous spouse 
to a private investigator to get a detailed 
picture of your movements.” 


How does the iPhone collect this loca- 
tion data? 

It uses cell phone towers to triangulate 
an approximate location. This isn’t as 
accurate as GPS, which uses satellites 
to pinpoint a phone’s whereabouts. 


How often is a location recorded? 

At seemingly random intervals but fairly 
often, according to Pete Warden and 
Alasdair Allan, the researchers and jour- 
nalists who publicized this secret location 
file. 

Where is this data stored? 

On the mobile device and on the com- 
puter the de\dce is synced to. 

Who has access to it? 

In theory, only you. Apple does not ap- 
pear to have access to this data, at least 
not on a real-time basis, according to the 
researchers. So it appears the company 
doesn’t know where you are right now. 

Mobile phone companies also collect 
this type of data, but, as the researchers 
point out, that data “normally requires a 
court order to gain access to it, whereas

What if I want to see a map of alt the 
places I’ve been? 

Some people are having fun looking at 
maps of where they’ve been over the 
course of 10 months. I'he researchers who 
publicized this file also created an open- 
source program called iPhone Tracker, 
which is free for download and can be 
used to create a map of everywhere you’ve 
been since the tracking started.

TTiough I too have criticized Perry's works in the past, I understand 
his frustration, especially since it's abundantly clear the box office 
gods typically do not smile as brightly upon his more serious works. 

For example, “A^Iadea Goes to Jail,” raked in S41.1 million and set 
records during its opening weekend. Meanwhile, Perry's Madea- 
less “Daddy's Little Girls,” about a doting black father, is among his 
lowest-ranking films to date. 

Perry also makes a tremendous effort to put talented black actors 
in lead roles, a rarity in a still homogenous industry. Who else but 
Perry has granted generous screen time to the iconic Maya Angelou 
and Cicely Tyson? And who could downplay his casting ofPhylici a Ra- 
shad,Thandie Newton, Wboopi Goldberg and a surprisingly skilled 
Macy Gray in “For Golorcd Girls?” 

The last time the pop world saw such a colorful, quality list of lead- 
ing ladies, it was in ^The Color Purple” in 19S5. 

Columbia College Chicago professor Stephanie Shone kan also 
questions the severity of Lee and other's criticism of Perry, defining 
his dramedy perspective as “just one lens.” 

“It seems Spike Lee would like the black experience viewed 
through only his lens, or his aesthetic, but there must be space for 
everyone,” Shonekan said. “If this is Perry's way of creating his path to 
the ./Vmerican dream, it's his way. If Spike Lee and others want to see 
more than Tyler Perry, then they need to make more films.” 

It's hard to accept for those who wish he'd do more with his 
resources, but Perry cannot be expected to ensure that each of his 
characters and plot lines reflects the full facet of the black experience. 
And the blue dress-wearing, gun-toting grandma “Madea” clearly is 
not to blame for all that ails black images in pop culture. 

Instead of criticizing Perry detractors should start encouraging 
him— once, a homeless playwright— to offer a video-based fundrais- 
ing course aimed at helping underrepresented groups better infiltrate 
film and 'I'M 

Maybe then, more minority voices could be heard ... right alongside 
Madea's.

While BASE jumping is not ref- 
erenced in any city ordinance, 
jumpers can be cited with dis- 
orderly or reckless conduct or 
trespassing. 

BASE jumping is considered 
more dangerous than skydiv- 
ing because there is less time 
before impact and jumps 
sometimes are done close to 
cliffs, buildings and cables. 
Dozens of people around the 
world have reportedly died 
while BASE jumping in the 
past several decades. 

“It is obviously an activity 
that can pose a danger to that 
individual as well as bystand- 
ers, pedestrians and motor- 
ists,” Chicago police spokes- 
man Officer John Mirabelli 
said. 

To avoid detection, jumpers 
say they scout out locations. 
Construction areas are easier 
to access. An elevated parking 
garage near a jump site can 
help make the landing and es- 
cape discreet. 

Jumps are often executed 
at night, preferably under a 
full moon’s light, said Billy Bob 
Wawak, who has been skydiv- 
ing in Illinois for 18 years and 
has jumped at Idaho’s Perrine 
Bridge, where it is legal. 

“Ninety percent of [their] 
jumps, you’ll never know 
about,” Wawak said. 

If the public does find out, 
it’s usually because something 
has gone wrong. 

In October 2006, Chicago 
detectives arrested two men 
for BASE jumping down- 
town after a security camera 
caught them on tape. The 
men-John Winkelkotter, 
known as “Johnny Utah,” and 
Patrick Walker-were charged 
with disorderly conduct. Court 
records show that their cases 
were thrown out. 

Little more than a decade 
before, an Algonquin man was 
arrested when his parachute 
caught on the cable of a radio 
antenna in McHenry County.

Botched Chicago BASE jump 
offers glimpse of secret world

Standing atop tlie unfinislied sl^yscraper, Shaun Walters thought he 
spotted a white taxi idling 26 stories below. It seemed like the perfect 
getaway car. 

So he waited for a traffic signal to turn red, curled his toes over the 
building’s edge and hurtled into the April night, the city unspooling 
around him until his parachute popped open overhead, delivering him 
gently to the ground. 

But euphoria vanished when Walters, 44, realized his escape vehicle 
actually was a Chicago police car with an amused, yet firm, officer 
standing nearby 

“It was game over for me,” Walters 
said, grinning as he recalled the recent 
arrest. “Quite a few unprintable words 
went through my head, but I went qui- 
etly” 

Nonchalance defines Walters, who 
is part of a small and elusive thrill- 
seeking community of BASE jumpers 
who travel the world in search of ob- 
jects from which to leap. Their name 
comes from the objects they seek- 
buildings, antennas, spans (bridges) and earth (usually cliffs). 

Drawn by pleasant weather and scores of tall buildings, BASE jump- 
ers say they long have drifted into Chicago during spring and summer 
to take advantage of the city’s lofty perches. 

But because of the illegal and dangerous nature of their hobby they 
remain a clandestine society obeying an outlaw code of honor: Don’t 
talk about BASE jumping. Don’t leave evidence behind. And most of 
all, don’t get caught. BASE jumpers who bring undue attention to a 
location risk banishment for effectively “burning a site.” 

They also may face steep fines if they have to be rescued by local au- 
thorities, who recognize the activity as extremely hazardous, not only 
to the jumper but to nearby pedestrians and motorists as well. 

Walters regrets that his stunt might have increased scrutiny of his 
jump site at North Clark Street and West Wacker Drive. But his arrest 
and subsequent recldess conduct misdemeanor charge, which carries a 
maximum punishment of one year in jail, will not stop him from BASE 
jumping again. 

“I can’t resist it,” Walters said. “It’s not just the jump; it’s the whole 
process. Everything in your mind is telling you not to let go, and you 
have to overcome that fear.” 

About six years ago, Walters sold his home in England and left his 
family including a son, to skydive and BASE jump around the world. 

Waiting for a train at America’s Historic Roundhouse in Aurora on a 
recent Thursday morning, Walters sipped a whiskey and attempted to 
describe the rush of plummeting toward the earth. 

“There is just a feeling of total freedom when the wind picks up, 
‘Whooooo,’ ” Walters roared, his blue eyes opening wide. ‘And then 
another huge surge of adrenaline and you’re alive.” 


DID YOU KNOW? 

Industry experts esti- 
mate that there still are 
only about 2,500-3,000 
regular practitioners 
worldwide, and only 
a fraction are “BASE 
bums”-people who 
work a job for several 
months and spend the 
rest of the year jumping.

Water’ needs 
some flavor 

'Ibday, 90-something-year-old Jacob (I lal 
I lolbrook) is a nostalgic fusspot surpris- 
ingly eager to 
re-tell the story 
ofoneofhistor/s 
greatest circus di- 
sasters. It starts in 
1931 when Jacob 
(played as a young 
man by Robert 
Pattinson) hops a 
train and becomes 
part of a traveling 
circus, where he 
cares for the ani- 
mals and falls for 
the wife (Reese 
Witherspoon) of 
the temperamen- 
tal ringmaster (Christoph Waltz). 

The buzz: So Pattinson’s attempting 
to distance himself from “Iwi light” ... by 
starring in a love triangle as a character 
named Jacob, Based on Sara Gruen’s best- 
selling novel, “Water for Elephants” has to 
overcome a truly gag-worthy tagline: “life 
is the most spectacular show on earth,” As 
opposed to what, ‘^Keeping Up with the 
Kardashians”? 

The verdict Pattinson’s vacant brood- 
ing serv^es him fine as an emotionally 
unavailable vampire. It’s not enough 
in “Water for Elephants,” in which his 
range of expression stretches from 
mildly curious to sort of interested. That 
leaves the room-temperature love story 
stranded and Witherspoon with a role 
that slips through her fingers; only Waltz 
commands the screen, slinking between 
friendliness and fury as a guy who will stab 
an elephant repeatedly if that^s what it 
takes to make it move. Excluding its wild 
animals, 'Water for Elephants’^ mostly sits 
calmly, telling the story of a supposedly 
“big life” without the proper majesty or 
tension. Even lions yawn sometimes. 

Did you know? Before they were killed 
in a car accident, Jacob's parents believed 
that nobody with half a brain could be 
poor in America. Nothing like optimism 
that’s heavily coated in condescension,

Bonding over 
‘Elephants’

Robert Pattinson’s experience on the set 
of “Water for Elephants” was a far cry 
from his current job, finishing the gru- 
eling six-month shoot for the last two 
“Twilight” films. 

Pattinson took a moment for a brief 
phone interview about “Elephants,” 
which opens Friday, before he was need- 
ed on the set of a night shoot for the 
vampire mega-hit. He seemed down- 
right exhausted. “Pm just arriving at set, 
thinking Em going to work all night,” he 
said. “Em kinda losing my mind.” 

Sorry to hear you’re so exhausted. Can 
you tell us what your time was like on 
the set with Reese Witherspoon? 

It’s easily one of the best experiences 
Eve had making a film, and it’s by far 
one of the best experiences in my life. 

It didn’t even feel Hke work, and a lot of 
that had to do with Reese. She makes 
an effort to make it like that. I think 
she beHeves that it’s really important to 
enjoy your work, especially when you 
have to be there for so many hours every 
day I made a great friend out of it. 

How did working with the animals 
impact the environment? 

When you have totally unpredictable ele- 
ments, and there are dangerous elements 
in every single scene, everyone is in the 
same boat. If you’re trying to herd up a 
pack of horses, it doesn’t matter who you 
are. There is manure everywhere, and 
everyone was filthy all the time. It was an 
egalitarian set because of that. It’s quite 
inspiring to be around [the elephant]. It 
doesn’t really matter what your taste is, 
everyone is going to Hke being around 
an elephant. It’s not Hke being around 
another actor some people may not Hke. 

Reese mentioned that she found the 
paparazzi attention on you unlike 
anything she’s seen before. What do 
you think? 

She’s trying to sound humble about all 
this, but she’s in all these magazines 
every week. It’s a circus outside her mar- 
riage. Plus, I always see her {in them] 
buying her sandwiches and going to 
yoga. ... I guess she’s kind of accepted it 
in a lot of ways ... It’s just a strange situ- 
ation to be in if you’re a sane person to 
have that kind of attention put on you.

T rue-life drama loses its focus

With South Africa ravaged by apart- 
heid-related civil war, a handful of 
photographers ignore gunfire and any 
actual information 
about the conflict 
while hoping to 
snap iconic pho- 
tos. Since even a 
country plagued by 
violence has room 
for a love story, Greg (Ryan Phillippe) 
hits on and immediately dates his boss, 
Robin (Malin Akerman), while Kevin 
(Taylor Kitsch) indulges his fondness for 
weed, since cops are often too scared to 
get out of their cars. 

The buzz: “The Bang Bang Club” is 
based on a true story including what hap- 
pens after a Pulitzer Prize-winning picture 
sparks a controversy about photographers’ 
responsibility to help their subjects. You’\i 
be glad to know that all actors involved 
handle their accents just fine. 

The verdict: At no point does “The 
Bang Bang Club” offer a sense of how 
anyone on screen, behind a gun or behind 


a lens, got to this place. Real or not, Greg 
and Robin’s romance is a major distraction 
in a movie that presents photographers as 
a danger-embracing, adrenaline-pumping 
family without identifying why they want 
to do this in the first place. “The Bang 
Bang Club” doesn’t seem to know what 
story it’s telling, but it’s hard not to be 
drawn in by the performances (Kitsch’s 
in particular) and the question of what 
journalists and their work can and should 
be used for. Less effective is the implica- 
tion that Pulitzer Prizes are given out im- 
mediately after someone does something 
great. Is the committee just sitting by the 
computer waiting to hand out an award? 

Did you know? A particularly graphic 
photo isn’t used in the newspaper because, 
as one editor says, “Readers might find 
it a bit much over their Rice Krispies.” 
Because tragedy is easier to swallow over 
Cocoa Puffs?

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Witherspoon riding 
high in circus drama

Reese Witherspoon can flip over backward 
on her latest co-star, who in turn can either 
hoist the actress in the air or crush her. 

We’re not talking about either “Twilight” 
heartthrob Robert Pattinson or “Inglourious 
Basterds” villain Christoph Waltz, with whom 
she stars in the new romantic drama “Water 
for Elephants,” opening Friday But rather, 
Tai— a 42-year-old, 9,200 -pound pachyderm 
at the unwitting center of a dangerous De- 
pression-era love triangle— shares the spot- 
light with the Oscar winner. 

“Water for Elephants” required Wither- 
spoon to acquire instant expertise doing el- 
ephant acrobatics while wearing sequined 
leotards and elegant gowns. 

“These are skills that people develop over 
years and years of training, and I had to 
condense that into flve months,” the Nash- 
ville-raised actress said. “But it was really 
rewarding.” 

Witherspoon joked that one of her greatest 
accomplishments was learning how to step on 
Tai’s trunk and hurdle herself on top of the 
8 -foot- 8 -inch animal. 

“Water for Elephants,” based on Sara Gru- 
en’s 2006 best-selling novel, stars Pattinson as 
a veterinary student named Jacob who aban- 
dons his studies and joins a traveling circus. 
He meets Witherspoon’s character, Marlena, 
who is inconveniently married to the brutal 


animal trainer, August, played by Waltz. 

When August buys an untrainable elephant 
named Rosie, Jacob is put in charge. He soon 
develops a special bond with the animal and 
then with Marlena, who must learn to ride it. 
When romantic sparks start to fly life gets 
dangerous. 

Things are happier for Oscar-winning 
Witherspoon in real life. Last month, she 
married talent agent Jim Toth at her Cali- 
fornia ranch. Witherspoon started shooting 
“Elephants” a few months after meeting Toth 
last year, and marveled at how her uneducat- 
ed movie character overcomes the odds and 
finds true love. 

“Some of the most beautiful scenes are the 
ones that have no words— moments where 
my character is noticing Rob, or Christoph’s 
character seeing us across the room. It just 
tells you so much about the story without say- 
ing a word,” she said. 

The movie also shines a light on animal 
abuse and karmic retribution. Tai, fortunately, 
leads a comfortable life on a California ranch 
alongside five other elephants waiting for 
their next Hollywood close-up. 

“Hopefully this movie will build compas- 
sion for different elephant charities, that we 
really have to protect animals in this world,” 
Witherspoon said. “They’re very complex, 
thoughtful creatures, and they deserve our 
attention.”
